to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums from and out of the Consolidated 

Fund of the State of Goa for the services and purposes of the financial year 2011-12 . 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa in the Sixty - second Year of the Republic of 
India , as follows: 


1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Goa Appropriation (No. 4 ) Act, 2011 . 

2. Issue of Rs. 378,97,80,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa for the financial 
year 2011-12.- From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa , there may be paid 
and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column (5 ) of the Schedule hereto amounting 
in the aggregate to the sums of three hundred seventy eight crores ninety seven lakhs eighty 
thousand rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in the course of payment 
during the financial year 2011-12 in respect of the services and purposes specified in column 
(2 ) of the said Schedule . 

3. Appropriation - The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa under this Act, shall be appropriated for the services 
and purposes expressed in the said Schedule in relation to the said financial year.

Governor s Recommendation 


In pursuance of Article 207 of the Constitution of India , I, Katteekal Sankaranarayanan , 
Governor ofGoa , hereby recommend the introduction and consideration of the Goa Appropriation 
(No. 4 ) Bill , 2011, by the Legislative Assembly of Goa .

3. Objectives . The main objective of the 
Scheme is as follows:

( 2 ) Provide financial assistance in form of 
honorarium in recognition of their service to 
the society . 


The Government of Goa is pleased to frame 
the " Goan Bhadels Financial Assistance 
Scheme - 2011 " . 


( 3 ) To encourage them to maintain the 
age - old tradition of Bhadels of providing 
trustworthy service . 


1. Short title and commencement. 

(i) The 
Scheme shall be called " Goan Bhadels 
Financial Assistance Scheme- 2011 " . 


(ü ) The Scheme shall come into force with 
effect from the date of issue of the Notification . 


4. Scope of the Scheme.— The Scheme 
envisages recognition of the selfless service 
rendered by the " Bhadels " i.e. traditional 
trustworthy ladies belonging to the Scheduled 
Tribe community who provide trustworthy 
and tireless service to the business community 
and the society at large by providing them 
financial assistance in the form of honorarium 
of Rs. 25,000 / - each . 


2. Prelude . The heart of Goa and her 
culture , tradition , language etc., lies in her 
villages . Ancient traditional occupations like 
the Cakonkars ( Bangle sellers ), the Fulakaram 
( Flower sellers ), the Barber, the Basket weaver, 
the Cobbler, the Khumbhar ( Potter), the 
Reinder ( Toddy Tapper), the Poder (Baker ), the 
Bhadels etc., still hold their own in these 
villages. These traditional occupations have 
been the source of livelihood for the Goans 
since time immemorial yet have still not 
entirely lost their charm against the newer, 
more paying occupations. 


5. Eligibility.- ( 1 ) Those Bhadels who have 
put in at least 10 years of service shall be 
eligible for the financial assistance . 


( 2 ) Should provide the necessary reference 
of providing service for at least 10 years . 


6. Quantum of Financial Assistance.- A 
one -time financial assistance in the form of 
honorarium to the maximum extent of 
Rs. 25,000 / - (Rupees Twenty five thousand 
only ) shall be released to the eligible and 
selected Bhadels . 


These traditional occupations have bonded 
the diverse culture of the State over the years . 
Trust, faith and personal relationships are the 
foundation of these traditional occupations, 
and one such age -old traditional occupation 
an institution in itself which stands out 
amorgst the changing world are the 
“ Bhadels " i.e. traditional trustworthy ladies 
belonging to the Scheduled Tribe community 
who work tirelessly and give their services to 
the shopkeepers and business community . 


7. Selection Procedure.- ( 1 ) The Directorate 
of Art & Culture shall invite applications from 
the eligible Bhadels through a Press Note 
inserted in the newspapers . 


The Government therefore in recognition of 
the selfless service rendered by these 
traditional " Bhadels " to the society , desires to 
honour them with a one - time honorarium of 
Rs. 25,000 / - each . 


( 2 ) The Government shall constitute 
a Selection Committee comprising of 
traders, representatives of N.G.O s and social 
workers who shall scrutinize the applications, 
identify and shortlist such " Bhadels " to be 
honoured . 
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(3 ) The Government of Goa or the 
committee constituted by the Government of 
Goa may also suo motto take cognizance of 
any such eligible Bhadels and consider them 
for the financial assistance . 


9. Relaxation . The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses or 
conditions of the Scheme in genuine cases 
for sanction of the grant . 


The Government ofGoa is pleased to frame 
the following Scheme to upgrade the existing 
facilities of Science Laboratories in 
Government and Government Aided Higher 
Secondary Schools (having Science Stream ) 
and Science Colleges in the State of Goa to 
provide for better facilities / equipments in 
Chemistry Laboratory. This Scheme provides 
for an one time financial assistance to the 
Government/Government Aided Higher 
Secondary Schools (having Science Stream ) 
and Science Colleges , on the occasion of 
the Golden Jubilee Year of Goa s Liberation , 
which coincides with the International Year 
of Chemistry , 2011 . 


10. Interpretation - If any question arises 
regarding interpretation of any clause , word , 
expression of the Scheme, the decision about 
the interpretation shall lie with the 
Government, which shall be final and binding 
on all concerned .

5. Pattern of Assistance of the Scheme. 
The following shall be the Pattern of 
Assistance governing the grant under 
the Scheme for providing a one -time 
grant- in - aid . 


(iv ) To upgrade and renovate Science 
laboratories with specific relevance 
to syllabus pertaining to Science 
Higher Secondary Schools and Science 
Colleges , 


(v ) To undertake research programmes 
relevant in the field of Science more 
particularly in the subject under Chemistry, 
and 


( i) An amount of Rs. 50,000 / - (Rupees fifty 
thousand only ) to Government /Government 
Aided Higher Secondary Schools (having 
Science Stream ) and Rs. 2.00 lakhs (R es 
two lakhs only ) to Government/Government 
Aided Science Colleges will be sanctioned 
as per terms and conditions of the Scheme. 


( vi) To start an active publication 
programme and newsletter on a regular 
basis in each Institution . 


( ii ) The grants shall be utilized exclusively 
for creating infrastructure and upgradation 
of Science Laboratories in Higher 
Secondaries and Colleges in the field of 
Chemistry 


3. Scope of the Scheme.— (i) The Scheme 
envisages optimum resource utilization and 
laboratory equipments essential for providing 
laboratories facilities as mandated in the 
curricular in the subject of Chemistry and 
Allied Sciences . Under this Scheme, the 
Institution shall upgrade its existing facilities 
in its Chemistry Laboratories besides provide 
for new need based scientific equipments in 
the Chemistry Laboratories. 


( iii ) The grant shall be disbursed / 
/ sanctioned in one installment to the 
Institution concerned . 


( ii ) Each institution is required to prepare a 
plan of action to utilize the grant provided 
under this Scheme. Utilization of the amount 
sanctioned should be completed within a 
period of 120 days and Utilization Certificate 
submitted within 180 days of the date of 
receipt of the amount sanctioned . 


( iv ) The entire amount of the grants 
should be utilized within a period of six 
months from the date of sanction order and 
only for the purpose for which it is 
sanctioned. Any portion of the grant, which 
is not ultimately required , will be refunded 
to the Government. After utilizing / 
/ refunding the above sanctioned amount , 
an Utilization Certificate should be 
furnished to the sanctioning authority as 
required under form G.F.R.- 19A . 


4. Eligibility and Quantum of Financial 
Assistance under the Scheme.- All the 
Government/Government Aided Higher 
Secondary Schools (having Science Stream ) 
and Science Colleges in the State of Goa are 
eligible to avail this one -time financial 
assistance in the form of grant- in - aid wherein 
every Higher Secondary School (having 
Science Stream ) will be entitled to receive a 
grant of Rs. 50,000 / - (Rupees fifty thousand 
only ) each and every Science College will 
receive a grant of Rs. 2.00 lakhs (Rupees two 
lakhs only ) each , without any further 
recurring liability to the Government of Goa . 


( v ) The equipments purchased with the 
aid of the grant will vest with the 
Government. The Grantee shall maintain a 
register of the permanent and semi 
-permanent assets created out of the grants . 
The register shall be maintained separately 
in respect of the grants sanctioned and an 
extract from the register shall be furnished 
to the Government annually with the 
audited accounts after the close of the 
financial year. Register shall be maintained 
in terms of form GFR -40 and form GFR -41 . 
Such assets shall not be disposed off , 
encumbered or utilized for purposes other 
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than those for which the grant was given , 
without prior approval of the Government . 
Should the Grantee cease to exist at any 
time, such assets / properties shall revert to 
the Government. 


(x ) The Grantee Institution must exercise 
reasonable economy, observe all financial 
propriety and the financial rules as issued 
by the Government from time to time while 
incurring the expenditure . 


(xi) In case ofmisutilisation of grants , the 
amount so misutilised shall be recovered 
from the Grantee Institution . 


( vi) The account of the Grantee in respect 
of this grant should be audited by a 
Government approved Auditor /Chartered 
Accountant concerned immediately after 
the end of the financial year on completion 
of six months for which the grant is 
sanctioned . The accounts of the grant shall 
bemaintained separately and properly from 
its normal activities and submitted as and 
when required . They shall be open to a test 
check by the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India at his discretion . In case 
Government Institutions, the Principal/Head 
of the Institution shall provide the statement 
of expenditure for Utilisation of the amount 
sanctioned . 


( xii ) The amount remaining unspent out 
of this one time grant shall be refunded back 
to the Government Treasury by chalan 
within 03 (three ) months from the close of 
the financial year 2011-12 . 


(xiii) The amount shall be drawn from the 
Directorate of Accounts on presentation of 
the bill in form GAR - 32 duly countersigned 
by the Drawing and Disbursing Officer, 
Department of Science, Technology and 
Environment. 


(vii ) The audited statement of accounts 
showing the expenditure incurred by the 
Grantee from the grants should be furnished 
to the Government as soon as possible after 
the close of the financial year/on completion 
of six months for which the grant is 
sanctioned together with a certificate from 
the Auditor to the effect that the grant was 
utilized for the purpose for which it was 
sanctioned . In 

In case of Government 
Institutions , the Principal of the Institution 
shall provide the statement of expenditure 
for Utilisation of the amount sanctioned . 


( xiv ) In case of the Government Aided 
Institution , the expenditure shall be 
debitable to the Budget Head : 3425 — Other 
Scientific Research , 60 - Others, 800 — Other 
Expenditure , 01 -- Sponsored Science and 
Technology Programme (Plan ), 31 - Grant 
-in - aid and 3425_Other Scientific Research , 
60 — Others , 800 — Other Expenditure , 03— 
Promotion of Information System in Science 
and Technology (Plan ), 31 – Grant- in - aid 
and in case of the Government Institution , 
the amount shall be sanctioned and allotted 
to the Principal/DDO of the concerned 
Institutions under the Budget Head : 3425 
Other Scientific Research , 60 - Others , 
800 - Other Expenditure , 01 - Sponsored 
Science and Technology Programme (Plan ), 
50 - Other Charges and 3425 - Other 
Scientific Research , 60 — Others , 800 — Other 
Expenditure , 03- Promotion of Information 
System in Science and Technology ( Plan ), 
50 — Other Charges . 


( viii ) A performance -cum -achievement 
report specifying in detail the achievements 
made by the Grantee with the Government 
grants / amount sanctioned should be 
furnished to the Department of Science , 
Technology and Environment (DSTE ) as 
soon as possible . 


( ix ) No grant shall be allowed to be paid 
to 

any other institutions / voluntary 
organizations out of this special one -time 
grant sanctioned by the Government. 


6. Relaxation of the Provision of the 
Scheme. The Government shall be 
empowered to relax any or all clauses or 
conditions of the Scheme in genuine cases for 
sanction of the grant.

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C. Scope and Eligibility.- (1) Organizations 
eligible for assistance shall be as follows: 


Scheme of the State Government /Central 
Government for the purpose for which the 
application is being made under this Scheme; 
shall not be eligible for grant of financial 
assistance under this Scheme. 


(a ) Any registered Voluntary Organization 
(VO ) /Non -Governmental Organization 
(NGO ) engaged in the promotion of welfare 
of Senior Citizens. The organization should 
have been registered under Societies 
Registration Act , 1860 or under Public Trust 
Act or Registered under any law for the time 
being in force for at least three years prior 
to date of making an application under the 
Scheme.

3. Director of Social Welfare - Member Secretary . 


G. Termination of Grants. If the Government is not satisfied about the working of the Day 
Care Centre or it finds that these rules are being seriously violated , then Government reserves 
the right to terminate the grant- in -aid and recover the amount of grant -in - aid already sanctioned . 


H. Change of Location.- Change of location of the projects shall be made 
only with the prior approval of the Government. 


I. Maintenance of Day Care Centre. The grants - in - aid for project for running Day 
Care Centre is prescribed for minimum 10 persons with physical/mental disabilities to provide 
care , recreation facilities , etc., free of cost .
